Orchestra. 
F erdinand Montz, President of the German 
Society, delivered the openiDg address in Ger­ 
m an. 
General Franz Siegel m ade an address, In 
which he spoke of Von M oltke's lack of desire 
for self glorification. 
He said: ‘ No such spec­ 
tacle as is presented there to-night has been 
seen in a century. One hundred m illion people 
uncovered in the presence of one character. It 
is because this character, iu its ninetieth year, 
has stood only for the Fatherland and Ger­ 
m any's 
advancem ent. [Cheers ] There

talked of the world over, yet

Celebration 
such as this of Von Moltke’s. These two men 
are Bism aick and Gladstone. [Applause.] Iu

[Cheers.]

“A tth e Newton 
High 8chool,” sai-J he to a reporter, "w here I 
had as nice a lot of boys and girls as were ever 
gathered under one roof, I was constantly in 
fear of a scandal, a thing that is unavoidable in 
a m ixed school, however excellent its m anage­ 
m ent, aud a thing, too, th at has au ill effect 
upon the pupils that can hardly be m easured in 
woida. It is scarcely possible to weed o u t of a 
collection of young people the few whose turpi­ 
tude is cloaked by a smooth and attractive ex­ 
terior, and it not infrequently happens that the 
real black sheep in the flock b come the most 
popular w ith their schoolmates of the opposite 
sex.”

P h il a d e l p h ia , October 27th.—Robert E. Pat- 
tisou, Democratic candidate for Governor of 
Pennsylvania swore out w arrants for arrest this 
m orning, in proceedings for crim inal 
libel,

quirer, the proprietor of the North American and 
the publisher and editor of the H arrisburg Call. 
A heariog will be given this afternoon. The 
three papers m entioned published .Saturday 
m orning charges that Pattison was bribed by 
the V anderbilts to sign w hat were known as 
the South Pennsylvania bills of 1883, and that 
the Governor sought out and retained e i- 
Judge Jerem iah S. Black to w rite a veto mes­ 
sage. and, having received it w ith the under­ 
standing ihat it was to be sent to the Legisla­ 
ture, he changed his m ind by next m orn­ 
ing, and. without notice to Judge Black, ap ­ 
proved the bills : and that Judge Black then de­ 
nounced Governor Pattison for his alleged de­ 
ception aud severed all am icable relations w ith 
him .

and is based upon ac ual com petition between 
all rail lines, on one side, and water lines, 
w hich are not subject to the Act to regulate 
commerce, on the other. 
In reference to freight large in am ount, the 
decision states th at the otai-r claim of com 
plaiuants, th at defendant*, rail carriers, m ade 
lower rates to receiving tank stations in Cali­

E X -P R E S ID E N T C L E V E L A N D . 


A n n u al R ep ort c f G en eral Gibbon on th e 
C ondition o f A llalra. 
Washington. October 27th —The Secretary of 
War has received the annual report of Briga­ 
dier General Gibbon, com m anding the Depart­ 
m ent of Columbia. 
He reports th at Ihe Indians 
of the extrem e Northwest are perfectly peace­ 
ful. lie says he thinks they w ill rem ain so in­ 
definitely, "unless goaded to desperation by the 
constant encroachm ents of the whites and their 
acts of injustice.” 
He says In regard to Courts m a rtia l: “The 
supposed irregularities in Court m artial pro­ 
ceedings have recently given rise lo a gocd 
deal ot com m eut throughout the country, aud a 
proposition has been m ade to take from Depart­ 
m ent Commanders tbe power to order gen­ 
eral Courts and rest only iu the Division Com­ 
m anders. I am of the opinion this would be a 
great m istake. 
It would not be iu furtherance 
of ibe adm inistration of justice, and would 
simply add oue more to the disadvantages of 
the present division organization.” 
He recommends, however, certain im prove­ 
m ents in the adm inistrat.on of m ilitary justice, 
as follows : To authorize the Secretary of War 
to establish a schedule of punishm ents for cer­ 
tain well-defined offenses, which the Courts 
should conform in sentences. 
By requiring 
strict com pliance with the law in convening the 
general Courts 
By establishing a M ilitary 
Court of Appeal, whose duties should be sim ilar 
to the corresponding civil Courts. 
General Gibbon reports tb at the troops in bis 
departm ent are iu good condition as regards 
discipline and drill, and gives it as his opinion 
that the various m easures taken to decrease the 
num ber of desertions iu the arm y will result 
be neficially. 
"No steps," he says, “ will produce better re­ 
sults than a plan to get better m aterial by en­ 
listing recruits in the rural districts, rath er than 
the crowded cities.' ’ 
He reports the canteens in his departm ent in 
a satisfactory condition, and says the system is 
not only better tban that of tbe tradership, but 
the enlisted m en are beginning to realize some 
ot its beuefits. 
He recom m ends th at the W ar D epartm ent 
charter a seaworthy vessel for the transporta­ 
tion of stores across the m outh of ihe Columbia 
river and B aker's bay, as was done uutil re­ 
cently, w hen the contract for th at service was 
disapproved. Since the stoppage of the steam er 
the garrison at fo rt Canby has been cut oft' ¡ 
lrom ordinary table supplies. 


H e P le a d s H is F irst C ase B efo re th e 
U n ited S tates S u p rem e C ourt. 
Washington, October 27th. — Ex-Presldsnt 
Cleveland to-day m ade au argum ent before the 
Suprem e Court, as associate counsel for Jam es 
»V . Peake, in what Is known as the New Orleans 
drainage case. The Court room was tilled with 
m em bers of the bar ami general public, while 
au im patient crowd aw aited outside for an o p ­ 
portunity to enter. When Mr. Cleveland en 
tered he was warm ly greeted by ex Attorney- 
General Garland andex-Se< rctary Bayard, white 
Justice I.am ar bowed from the bench to which 
he had been appointed by the law jer who now 
sat before lnm waiting to plead a case. Mr. 
Cleveland read from a printed brief, and, al­ 
though the case was very technical, he held the 
interested attention of every m em ber ot the 
Court.

C o m m issio n e r M o rg an R e p o rts P ro g re s s 
iu th e R ig h t D ire c tio n . 
W a s h in g t o n , October 
27:h.—Commissioner 
Morgan, of the Indian Bureau, in his annual 
report says that tor ten years there has teen 
real progress ia the right direction on the In ­ 
dian question, and that the outlook for the fu­ 
ture is encouraging. 
It has become, he says, a 
settled policy of the Governm ent to break the 
reservations and tribal relations, settle the In­ 
dians upon their own hom esteads, corporate 
them Into national life and deal with them , i 
not as nations, or tribes, or bands, but as in d i­ 
vidual citizens. The Am erican Indian is to 
become Indian-Am erican. The Indians them ­ 
selves are coming to understand the 
pres­ 
ent poli y of the Government, and are showing 
increasing readiness and even a desire to adjust 
them selves to it. 
Upon the subject of the im provem ent of the 
personnel of tbe Indian service. Commissioner 
Morgan says th at w herever it ro u ld b ed o n e 
w ithout too great hardships he has endeavored 
lo rem ove those who were im m oral, incom pe­ 
tent. inefficient or unfaithful. No one has been 
discharge l on account of politics or religiou, 
and in no single instance except for the im ­ 
provem ent of ihe service. 
Great im provem ents have been m ade in the 
governm ent of industrial schools. 
The Com­ 
m issioner says that, believing tbat tne public 
schools are a more effective meaDS of Am erican­ 
izing onr foreign population, he is desirous of 
bringing the Indian school system into relation 
w ith that of the public schools. Not only so, 
but w herever possible he is placing the Indian 
pupils in tbe public schools. He favors com- 
pulsorv educat on for the Indian chi dren 
At the date of the last a m ual report there 
were 333 Indian Reservations in tne United 
States, having au aggregate area of 116,000,000 
acres, or 107,2-0 square miles. During the year 
about 13,000 SCO acres have been secured by ces­ 
sion from the Indians, aud agreem ents by 
which about 4/00,C00 will be secured are cow- 
pending in Congress. The work of m aking the 
allotm ents o flands in levernlty under the sev­ 
eral Acls of Congress has steadi v progressed 
during the year. ______ ______ 


SIO U X IN D IA N *. 


T h ey a r e G re a tly A g ita te d O v er th e C om ­ 
in g o t th e “ N ew M essiah .’* 
Washington, October 27th.—The Indian Bu­ 
reau has received from Agent M cLaughlin, at 
the Standing Rook Indian Agency, a report upon 
the prospective break among the Sioux in con­ 
sequence of the promised coming of the "New 
Messiah.” 
He says in pari: "I do not wish to be under­ 
stood as considering the present state of excite­ 
m ent so alarm ing as to indicate any im m ediate 
uprising or serious outbreak, but I do feel it my 
duty to report the present ‘craze’ and nature of 
the excitem ent existing am ong the Sitting Bull 
lactions of Indians over the expected ‘Indian 
m illennium .’ the annihilation of tbe white m an 
and the suprem acy of the Indians, w hich is 
looked for uot later than next spring.” 
He repeats in details the story which has 
been tnid the Indians by the m edicine m en, 
and adds: "Sitting Bull is high priest and the 
leading apcstle Of this latest IndU n absurdity. 
In a word, he is the chief m ischief-m aker at 
this Agency, aud if he were not here, this crtze, 
so great among the sioux tribe, would never 
have gotten a toothold at this Agency. He has 
been a disturbing elem ent since bis return lrom 
confinem ent as a m ilitary prisoner in toe spring 
ot 1884. but it has been growing the past year, 
which is partly to be accounted ior by ihe pres­ 
ence of a lady from Brooklyn, N. Y., nam ed 
Mrs. C. Weldon, who cam e here in June, an­ 
nouncing harself as a m em ber of Dr. Bland’s 
Society of the Indian Delense Association, and 
opposed to the Indians ratifying the Act of 
March 2, 1889. W hile here she bestowed num er­ 
ous presents upon Sitting Bull, considerable be­ 
ing money, w hich had a dem oralizing effect 
upon him , inflating him w iih his im portance. 
“ Tbis woman is located just outside this res­ 
ervation ana about twenty-five m les nor.b of 
this agency. Sitting Bull has been a frequent 
visitor to her house, and he has gotten more in ­ 
solent and worthless w ith every visit he has 
m ade there, her lavish expenditure of money 
and other gifts upon him enabling him to give 
frequent feasts and hold councils. 
“ Ou the 9th instant, upon invitation from 
Sitting Bull, an Indian nam ed K icking Bear, 
belonging to the Cheyenne River Agency, the 
chief m edicine m an of the ghost dance among 
the Sioux, arrived at 6ittiug Bult’a cam p, on 
G randjriver, to inaugurate a ghost danoe and 
initiate members. I sent a detachm ent of In ­ 
dian policem en to arrest and escort him from 
the reservation, but they returned w ithout exe­ 
cuting the Order, both officer» being ia a dazed

T h e T y ra n t o f S y racu se. 
Near Syracuse, in Sicily, there is a re­ 
markable cave, the work of human art and 
skill, which was constructed by Dionysius, 
the Tyrant of Syracuse, who died B. C. 
367. 
This queer excavation is 250 feet 
long by 80 high, and is shaped very like a 
human ear. 
It was, in fact, a scientifically 
constructed whispering gallery, wherein 
all sounds, however faint, were reflected to 
a central chamber. 
It is said that the 
tyrant put to death the architect who de­ 
signed and the workmen who excavated it, 
in order that it3 purpose might never be 
known. 
In it he imprisoned suspected 
persons, and in the central chamber passed 
whole days listening to the conversation 
of the prisoners in order to ascertain what 
conspiracies existed against him. 
The 
prisoners were chained to the floor at such 
points as were most favorable for the re­ 
flection of their voices to the secret cham­ 
ber, and the staples with which their 
chains were secured are still to be seen in 
the stone. 
Although time has done much 
to injure the marvelous contrivance, its 
powers of reflecting sound are still so good 
that the lightest whisper may be heard 
with great distinctness from the entrance 
to the further recess. 
Its mysterious 
power was not known until many years 
after the tyrant's death, and his habit of 
spying on his prisoners enabled him .to 
reign for thirty-nine years and thwart 
every plot against him.—St. Louie Globe- 
Democrat.

TESTING THE MATTES. 


A Democratic paper of leading charac­ 
ter in Chicago asserted recently that the 
te w tariff bill, for which the Republican 
party assumed the entire resjionsibility, 
raises prices along all material lines, and 
in proof of the assertion advised, its patrons 
to call at clothing stores, dry goods storesi 
carpet stores, hardware stores and crockery 
«tores, and compare prices now with before 
th e passage of the bill. 
T he Rochester (N . Y .) Democrat and 
Chronicle took the advice of its contempo­ 
rary, and the result it gives with great 
elaboration. 
In not one of 
the stores 
nam ed did it find the prices raised. 
The 
hardware men said their stocks were worth 
n o more and worth no less than before the 
passage of the b ill: the proprietors added 
th a t there is no tariff on home-made goods, 
o f course, and that as to imported articles 
nearly everything of that kind was higher 
before than after the adoption of the new 
law . 
The carpet men answered that they 
w ere selling at precisely the old prices. 
T hey added that the competition among 
manufacturers at home had been so sharp 
th a t prices had run down to almost a losing 
figure for the makers, and that there was 
and long prior to the passage of the bill 
liad been an effort to stiffen prices to secure 
som e small return to the manufacturers, 
and this will be done. 
T he clothing men answered that their 
prices remained the same. 
On a few very 
fine grades of woolens of import there 
would be a raise of a few cents, but those 
goods are worn only by the few, and the 
tarilf did not affect the trade, therefore, 
appreciably, but tailor-made suits cost no 
m ore now than last summer. 
The crock­ 
ery men responded that there had been no 
increase of prices by them, and they saw 
wo reason to make prices stiller. 
The to­ 
bacco men admitted that on fine im)>orted 
cigars there would be presently a stiffening 
o f prices, but presently, also, there is to be 
abandoned a considerable internal revenue 
tax on tobaccos. 
The rise was all on the 
luxuries of smokers, but even then it was 
not nearly so great as liad been repre­ 
sented. 
A ll the dealers said that they knew of 
houses in other cities that had made the 
new bill a pretext for putting np prices 
w here there was not a particle of reason 
for the action, precisely, by the way, as lias 


been 
done in Sacramento, in a few in­ 
stances, as a mere catch-penny device. The 
Chicago Inter-Ocean made 
a sim ilar can­ 
vass in that city and with the same result 
that attended the :esearch of the Roches­ 
ter journal. 
It found that in a few lines 
o f luxury there w ill be a slight increase of

pathy whatever for this class of goody- 
goodies. 
They are a hundred fold more 
blameworthy for bad politics, and bad 
government, than the most vicious in ­ 
fluences that can be marshaled for or 


against any cause. 


I n advance of the general election in 
New York, opportunity has been given to 
test the new ballot law—a modified sys­ 
tem of the Australian plan. 
W e are as­ 
sured by the New York press that the 
test was very satisfactory. 
The new sys­ 
tem is not com plex; it works easily and 
does not, as was prophesied, delay voting 
or confuse the voters or the election 
board. 
In New Jersey a test has been 
made also of the reform ballot law. There, 
too, it worked with entire satisfaction to 
the people. 
In neither State were any of 
the difficulties for which the Democratic 
press pledged its credit as a prophet de­ 
veloped. 


F u a n k ’H ubd, the noted and outspoken 
apostle of free trade, has this to say of the 
reciprocity clause in the tariff b ill: “It 
means freer trade than ever before, and 
the loosening of the restrictions which 
prevent trade. 
W hile, as a free-trader, I 
am in favor of the abolition of ail tariff 
duties, and the assertion thereby of the 
right to trade with all countries, I am 
w illing, if I canQOt get that, to get the 
right to trade with the people of a partic­ 
ular country.”

A large nnm ber of mechanics from the 
railroad shops and citizens gathered at the 
old Pavilion for the ptirpose of making 
preparations for the 
proposed 
popular 
demonstration in honor of Senator Stan­ 
ford. Thursday evening. 
Tom Scott called the assemblage to order 
and, after briefly stating the object of the 
meeting, announced that the first business 
n order would be the selection of a perm a­ 
nent Chairman and a Secretary. 
Thomas W armbv was the unanim ous 
choice of the meeting, and Mr. Van Gilder 
was elected Secretary. 
Mr. W armby, upon taking the chair, 
said he felt highly honored 
at 
being 
selected to preside over a meeting that had 
in view such a worthy object. He said 
everybody—Democrats and Republicans 
alike—honored and esteemed Mr. Stanford, 
and it was understood that this demon­ 
stration would be a non partisan affair in 
th e strictest sense of the word. H e felt 
certain that there would be au immeHse 
turn-out from the shops. 
The Chairman then called for suggestions 
as to how to proceed with the arrange­ 
ments, w hat sort of a parade should be had, 
etc. 
Several plans were suggested, but the one 
that was greeted with univetsal favor was 
that suggested by Mr. Scott, and was that a 
comm ittee should be appointed from each 
departm ent of the shops, and a committee- 
at-large for the city.

QUIRED OF THEM. 


T h e C ity B oard o f E d u cation H old Its

The City Board of Education held its 
regalar m onthly session last evening, all 
the members being present. 
Director Tafts, from the Committee on 
Supplies, reported the purchase of various 
articles for the uses of the various schools. 
Director Davis, from the Committee on 
Buildings and Repairs, reported the m ak­ 
ing of certain repairs. 
Director Senatz, from the Committee on 
Salaries, presented a communication from 
Mrs. M. L. Bassett and Miss Sarah Jones, 
requesting that their salaries be raised $5 
each per month. 
On motion of Director Sherburn, the 
communication was laid on the table. 
Superintendent H art reported that he 
had divided the low eighth grade at Seven­ 
teenth and N streets aud made a new class, 
which he had placed in charge of Miss 
Crofton. 
The B iard decided to confirm the action 
of the Superintendent, and Miss Crofton 
was permanently elected to the position. 
The Superintendent called to the atten­ 
tion of the Board the m atter of the bad 
condition of the blackboards in several of 
the schools. 
The one at the Twenty-fourth and N 
street school was ordered placed in good 
condition. 
On motion of Director Hopley, the m at­ 
ter of laying a walk in the yard at the Sut­ 
ter Grammar School was left to the ju d g ­ 
m ent of the Building and Repairs Com­ 
mittee. 
Director Davis reported that hoodlum 
boys had been committing depredations on 
school property—smashing gates, fences, 
etc. 
The Superintendent was instructed to 
notify the police and to request that all 
boys found trespassing in the school vard3 
after school hours be arrested. The Board 
expressed a determination to press the 
matter and have all boys arrested and 
punished who are caught defacing school 
property. 
On motion of Director Sherburn the 
Superintendent was directed to call the at­ 
tention of each teacher in the department 
to the necessity of exercising economy in 
the use of school supplies. 
At the request of a parent, the Board 
took up and discussed the subject of teach­ 
ers refusing pupils' requests to leave the 
school-room, to the injury of the childrens' 
health. It wa3 expressed as the sentim ent 
of the Board that teachers must not refuse 
such requests from pupils except in cases 
in which they know. aDsolutely, that the 
pupil is not sincere in his demand—a rare 
occurrence. 
Director Erlewine said there was much 
complaint because of tne large am ount of 
work required of pupils in the Grammar 
School. Nearly all the members expressed 
themselves as decidedly opposed to such a 
thing. Too much work was imposed on 
pupils at times that should be devoted to 
rest, recreation and home pleasures—all of 
which rest the brain. 
The subject was left to the Superintend­ 
ent to inquire into and report to the Board.

The soubrette 
of the troupe is a lively little person and 
dances well, but should not be expected to 
do much as a vocalist. 
There Í3 a group 
of good male singers, a septet in one scene 
and a quartet later. The singing of the 
quartet, indeed, was superior and won 
deserved applause. The chief scene, and 
around which the whole play revolves, the 
pivot of the sensation, is the third act.
